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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 10-14. 17-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a reference reticle positioner that positions the reference 
reticle to direct incident illumination energy from the illumination source away from the 
pupil of the projection optics , in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 1 . 

2. As to claim 14, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a a step of positioning the reference reticle to reflect incident 
illumination energy from the illumination source away from the pupil of the projection 
optics, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim IJI^.
